LAV. Brockington, K..C., gen¬ 
eral counsel for the North-West 
Grain Dealers’ Association, has 
been appointed Recorder of Can 
ada’s War Effort an dCounsellor 
to tlie War Committee of the 
Cabinet, according to an announ 
cement nw.de by the Prime Min 
ister of Canada. The statement 
issued by the Rt. Hon. W..L. 
Mackenzie Kin*/ reads: 

“Mr. LAV Brockington, K.C. 
LL.D. of Winnipeg, ha? been jsp 
pointed lo act in an advisory 
capacity t > the War Committee 
of the Cabinet i u the recording 
and interpretation of Canada’s 
war effort; to advise and °ssist 
the Government in providing 
material and essential informa¬ 
tion in the c respects to the peo 
pie cf Canada and to the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United Kingdom 
and to assist the Prime Minister 
h v keeping a Chronicle and oth¬ 
er essential records of the pro¬ 
gress of Canada’s war effort. 

“In this capacity Mr. Brock¬ 
ington will Lc dcnignntcd Record 
ci el Cana(’ ,, \s War Efiovt and 
Counsellor (in the al ove re- 
spet) to the War Committee of 
Jio Cabinet. He will l>e attach¬ 
ed to the Prime Minister's 
Office. 

“Mr. Brockington, who will 
a sunic his duties at the begin¬ 
ning of the New Year, has for 
several years been General Coun¬ 
sel to the North-West Grain 
Dealer?’ Association. His serv¬ 
ices have been made available 
t;> the Government through the 
c: -operation of the Board of 
Director, of the Association, 
who have granted dim leave of 
absence for the purpo e.” 

The following statement was 
issued, l»y the ‘ . jth-V e. t Gram 
Dealers’ Association: 

“in response to a wire receiv¬ 
ed from the Prime Minister of 
Canada, the directors of The 
Ncrth-West Grain Dealers’ As¬ 
sociation, comprised of the Line 
Country Elevator Companies, 
have infovmrd the Government 
that they will be pleased to re¬ 
lease the services of LAV. Brock 
ington, K.C., general counsel of 
the Association for national wav 
work. The Association has fur- 
tbo • assured the Government 
of its keen desire to assist the 
Government in any way that il 
can in the successful prosecution 
of the wai through the release 
of any executive service* waich 
ma v be required by the Govern¬ 
ment. With the co-opevafton of 
The Alberta Pacific Grain Com¬ 
pany Limited, arrangements 
iiav,, been made by the Direc¬ 
tors of The North-West Grab 
Dealers’ Assi .nation with Cecil 
Lanmnt to carry on Mr. Brock- 
ington’s duties during the per¬ 
iod oi hii special war work.”

Ernest Lapointe, minister of 
justice, in his capacity a: actin', 
secretary of state, and Postmas 
ler-Getneral C.G. Power renoun¬ 
ced Friday night that Thorna. 
Cook and Son, Limited (68 
King st.), Toronto have J een ap 
pointed licensed intermediary 
for the forwarding of haimless 
s?.c:al message : to perse no. in 
enemy or cncmy-cccup ed ter ¬ 
ritory. 

Private letters t a enemy or 
enemy-occupied territory sen-: 
through a neutral country are 
now allowed to be forwarded at 
the sender’s risk as to delivery 
in th r country cf destination, 
subject to the usual conditions 
c.f censorship when sent thru 
tli 0 intermediary of Thomas 
Cook and San. 

Letters cannot, however, be 
forwarded direct to. enemy or 
enemy-cccupied territory. 


British subjects and ether: 
r. .» wishing to comruu 
kttto with relatives cr friends 
in enemy occupied count) ie., 
should forward such letters to 
Thomas Cock and Son, accom 
panieu by , remittance ol 50c

With nat 
i ns at war, the picture is none 
too bright. However, until the 
Master’s plans are fulfilled to 
the minutest detail the end will 
not c ane, and as long as there 
is time there is opportunity. 
leel that there is hope and vvi - 
dom for all in the words that 
His Majesty King George \ I 
read to close Iris Christmas Hay 
broadcast, and we are repeating 
them here for the benefit and 
guidance of all of us. May they 
give us the hope we need. 

“1 sail! to a man who stoed 
at the gate of the year, ‘give 
me a light that 1 may tread 
safely into the unknown,’ ai d 
he replied, ‘go out into the dark 
ness and put your hand into tire 
hand of God. That shall be to 
you better than light and sal u* 
it Inn the known way.” 

CANADA'S FIRST WAR LOAN 

Ottawa’s announcement that 
preparations are under way l .r 
Canada’s first war loan, now 
scheduled to make its appe: 
ante during the first quarter of 
1940, is good news inasmuch as 
it will provide the rank and file 
of Canadians with an opportun¬ 
ity to make their first direct 
contribution to Canada’s war 
effort. Tire backbone cl Can¬ 
ada Y participation in thus war 
will be financial because ol the 
vast amount of foodstuffs, ma¬ 
terials and military supplies that 
will | :e required from this coun¬ 
try. True, much of these ma¬ 
terials will be paid for by the 
Allies, but s me oj the British 
purchaser in this country will 
have to be financed b v Canada, 
and Canada's own progrm will 
U v extensive. It seems probable 
th:t at least 40 per cent, ol the 
national income will be requb 
ed in the next year to meet the 
cost of vvai and the other ex¬ 
penditures of all governments 
in Canada and to finance British 
purchases here. 

Canada ha.* come a long way 
since the last war in developing 
a fiscal system of equality in 
citizenship and its attendant 
responsibilities. As announced 
in the first war budget, this 
war, in as far as Canada is con¬ 
cerned, will be financed as far 
as possible on a “pay as you go” 
basis, and paid for by ah on the 
general basis of ability to pay. 
It would be impossible to tax 
for th e entire cost cf swinging 
the program into action without 
tending to hamper initiative, 
lessen efficiency and retard the 
expansion of production ar.d 
national income. Tax revenues, 


therefore, must be supplement¬ 
ed through borrowing by means 
of domestic bond dotations. 

It may, too, be taken for 
granted that there will be no 
‘tax free” bonds in this war, 
that will gravitate to a few 
holders and enable then; to min¬ 
imize their income taxes. Ncr 
will there be any duplication of 
the abnormal profit a from w.u 
materials witnessed during the 
last war. The safeguard against 
this is the Excess Profits Tax, 
•muted at Hie special war ses¬ 
sion of the Canadian parliament 

It is indicated that tin »orth- 
coniing mu loan vviil ha-t lx>nd* 
a* low as $50 in denomination, 
and it is the hope of the Minis- 
tei of Finance, Hon. J. L. Ral¬ 
ston, K.C., that every Canadian 
will become a creditor t,o the 
Canadian Government through 
bis or her ownership of a Gov¬ 
ernment bond. A creditor rela¬ 
tionship of every citizen with 
his government is an assurance 
of good government and cf good 
citizenship. 

Conditions in Canady offer 
propitious circumstances for the 
loan when it comes. War orders 
and the large Western wheat 
crop are beginning to have their 
effect in expanding business 
activity. Employment is in¬ 
creasing, and the physical vol¬ 
ume of business as measured by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics indices, is approaching an 
all-time peak. With the increas 
(’d activity generally in the bus¬ 
iness world and promise of its 
continuance, the first war loan 
can be expected to meet a ready 
reception.
